More than a dozen people 
with alleged ties to a 
notorious white suprema¬ 
cist street gang are facing 
numerous gun and drug- 
related charges after a 
year-long joint investiga¬ 
tion by Mounties and Ed¬ 
monton police. 

And more people with 
the White Boy Posse will 
face charges once the inves¬ 
tigation — dubbed Project 
Gat — is completed, said 
RCMP Insp. Bob Simmonds 
with the province’s inte¬ 
grated response to organ¬ 
ized crime. 


The investigation result¬ 
ed in several search war¬ 
rants at three Edmonton 
homes and a business on 
127 Avenue and 127 Street 
in Edmonton all within the 
last week, as well as anoth¬ 
er home in St. Albert. 

The warrants resulted in 
police seizing dozens of 
guns, including 16 assault 
rifles, which were laid out 
for media to see during a 
news conference Thursday. 

Police also seized 
$500,000 worth of cocaine, 
3,000 ecstasy tablets, 
$310,000 in cash and a large 
quantity of stolen equip¬ 
ment, including a snowmo¬ 
bile.

after a number of drive-by 
shootings last year, includ¬ 
ing a very public shooting 
inside a restaurant in the 
city’s Chinatown on June 
10, 2008, Simmonds said. 

Edmonton police Insp. 
Kevin Galvin with the ser¬ 
vice’s organized crime 
branch said the gang is 


based in Edmonton and has 
links in several cities in 
northern and central Alber¬ 
ta and British Columbia. 

The Posse, said Galvin, al¬ 
so has several known ties to 
other gangs, including the 
Hells Angels. 

“The issue of violence on 
the streets of our communi¬ 
ties is a very complex and 
wide-spread issue,” said 
Galvin. 

“It’s tough to quantify the 
impact (these) charges and 
seizures will have today.” 

Police also targeted the 
Posse in a police investiga¬ 
tion — dubbed Project Go¬ 
liath — that led to 17 
known members arrested 
last March.

The city unveiled its 10-year plan to try to get homeless people off the streets of Edmonton 
on Thursday.

Homelessness in Edmon¬ 
ton could become a thing 
of the past over the next 
10 years only if a new bil- 
lion-dollar plan by a com¬ 
mittee — chosen by Mayor 
Stephen Mandel to look 
into the growing problem 
— is followed through, the 
committee said. 

The Edmonton Commit¬ 
tee to End Homelessness 
says the plan will ensure 
all citizens will have access 
to safe, affordable and per¬ 
manent housing by build¬ 
ing new housing facilities 
and new partnerships with 
landlords to get people in 
homes as soon as possible. 

“The 10-year plan is real¬ 
ly just a road map, but we 
have just started on the 
journey today,” said com¬ 
mittee chair Linda Hughes 
after unveiling the plan to 
the public at city hall 
Thursday. 

The plan also sets out ag¬ 


gressive targets and strate¬ 
gies around five goals, in¬ 
cluding reducing the num¬ 
ber of homeless people 
staying in shelters down to 
levels seen in 2006 by 


2012. 

It will also require cash 
from all three levels of gov¬ 
ernment in order for the 
plan to become a reality, 
said Hughes, who adds it 


will save taxpayers in the 
long run as an average 
homeless person spends 
up to 65 man-hours in 
emergency rooms. 

“It costs a lot less and 


| makes more sense in help- 
| ing someone find a home,” 
| said Hughes. 

2 Mandel agrees. “It is an 
| important thing that the 
° citizens of Edmonton want 
| to see,” said a visibly emo- 
I tional Mandel who came 
z close to wiping away tears 
from his face during the 
unveiling. 

“(Citizens) don’t want to 
see people living in those 
conditions and they expect 
politicians to do something 
about it. This committee 
has done a great job.” 

Alberta Housing Minister 
Yvonne Fritz says called the 
plan bold and ambitious, 
but she won’t be signing 
any cheques for funding 
just yet. “(This) is a very im¬ 
portant area that we are ad¬ 
dressing right now... but it 
hasn’t finalized,” she said. 
“And you can understand, 
with the economy the way 
it is today.” 

Fritz says any announce¬ 
ment in funding will hap¬ 
pen after the province un¬ 
veils its budget.

Obama signs first bill 
with pay-equity law

Barack Obama signed his 
first bill into law Thursday, 
handing his labour and 
women’s rights backers a 
victory by reversing a 2007 
U.S. Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion that made it harder to 
sue for pay discrimination. 

With the woman for 
whom the law was named 
at his side, Obama signed 
the Lilly Ledbetter Fair Pay 
Act at a White House cere¬ 
mony. Congress passed the 
measure this week and 
many leaders attended the 
signing. 

“Signing this bill today is 
to send a clear message: That 
making our economy work 
means making sure it works 


for eveiybody, that there are 
no second-class citizens in 
our workplaces,” said the 
Democratic president. 

Pay equity was a sensitive 
issue during the presidential 
election campaign, especial¬ 
ly among labour unions and 
women voters. On average, 
U.S. women are paid 23 per 
cent less than men. 

Ledbetter is an Alabama 
woman who discovered af¬ 
ter 19 years on the job that 
she was the lowest-paid su¬ 


pervisor at her plant despite 
having more experience 
than several male co-work¬ 
ers. 

A jury found she was the 
victim of discrimination. 

But during the Bush ad¬ 
ministration, the Supreme 
Court in a 5-4 decision re¬ 
versed what critics said was 
decades of legal precedent 
by declaring that discrimi¬ 
nation claims must be filed 
within 180 days of the first 
offence. reuters 


French unions call massive strike

Specific demands includ¬ 
ed better pay and condi¬ 
tions for public transport 
workers, as well as drop¬ 


ping plans to reform the 
health sector and cut 
13,500 jobs in education 
this year. reuters 


Israel must investigate 
war-crime charges: U.S. 


gaza Israel must investi¬ 
gate allegations that its 
army violated international 
law during its three-weelc 
war against Hamas mili¬ 
tants in the Gaza Strip, the 
new U.S. envoy to the Unit¬ 
ed Nations said Thursday. 

“We expect Israel will 
meet its international obli¬ 
gations to investigate and 
we also call upon all mem¬ 
bers of the international 
community to refrain from 
politicizing these impor¬ 
tant issues,” Ambassador 


Susan Rice said. 

Rice said that Hamas had 
been guilty of violating in¬ 
ternational law through 
rocket attacks against Is¬ 
raeli civilians and the use 
of civilian facilities to pro¬ 
vide protection for attacks. 

Israel fired on several UN 
installations in Gaza, in¬ 
cluding schools, where 
hundreds of Palestinians 
had been seeking shelter.

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EPFX offers ‘miracle’ cures 


Machine being sold in Canada as unsupported claims grow

n my years as a re¬ 
porter covering health 
stories, I thought I’d 
seen it all. But nothing 
compares to my inves¬ 
tigation into the latest 
“miracle” machine that is 
sweeping Canada. 

It’s called the EPFX — 
Electro Physiological Feed¬ 
back Xrroid. You can find it 
in alternative health-care 
clinics, or chiropractor 
and massage thera¬ 
pists offices. A ses¬ 
sion costs up to $200. 

To buy the ma¬ 
chine and start op¬ 
erating as an EPFX 
practitioner costs 
about $20,000 — not 
exactly chump change 
The company’s inventor 
claims he’s selling about 
40 devices a month in 


Canada (do the math — 
that’s $800,000 a month). 

The device is hooked up 
to a patient with straps 
that wrap around the an¬ 
kles, wrists, and forehead. 
The device supposedly 
reads the body’s reactivity 
to various frequencies, and 
then sends back other fre¬ 
quencies to make changes 
in the body. 

Sound complicated? We 
thought so, too. But when 
we asked prac¬ 
titioners to 
explain it, 
they said 
it was too 
hard for 



the inventor to under¬ 
stand. We heard what prac¬ 
titioners promise the EPFX 
can do — and the claims 
are amazing. Not only can 
the device treat AIDS and 
Parkinson’s, some tell us it 
has made cancer disap¬ 
pear. That’s what Karen 
McBeth hoped when she 
bought an EPFX to treat 
her bone cancer. The Seat¬ 
tle woman shelled out al¬ 
most $20,000 after being 
told the device would heal 
her. Sadly, it didn’t, and 
McBeth died. 

In North America, the 
EPFX is only licensed as a 
biofeedbaclc device for 
stress reduction. Practi¬ 
tioners aren’t allowed to 
claim it cures disease — 
because there’s no scientif¬ 
ic proof that 
it does. 

But that 
doesn’t stop 
practitioners from 
singing its praises. 

So we travelled to 
Hungary, to talk to inven¬ 
tor Bill Nelson. When we 

Bill Nelson — the inventor 
of the EPFX. 


met, he was dressed as his 
female alter-ego, Desire 
Dubounet. Nelson says he’s 
part female. And he made 
some pretty outrageous 
claims. 

Nelson talked to us 
about a study he did on 
7,000 cancer patients. Af¬ 
ter a few sessions on his 
medical device, he claimed 
that 2,000 people didn’t 
have cancer anymore. 

Hard to believe? It 
should be. 

We asked for studies to 
back up claims about this 
miracle machine, but the 
inventor couldn’t provide 
a single study that would 
stand up to scientific 
scrutiny. 

And still, vulnerable peo¬ 
ple are buying in. And 
Health Canada is allowing 
the machine to be market¬ 
ed to reduce stress — as a 
biofeedbaclc device — so 
no one’s clamping down 
on false claims, while sales 
continue to grow.

As I make my way 
through the pedways that 
lead to my office, I am 
treated to brief glimpses of 
the wide variety of races 
and cultures that con¬ 
tribute to the rich tapes 
tiy that is Edmonton. 

On any given day, I 
will pass a constantly 
moving sea of faces that 
are yellow, black, brown, 


white and all the shades in 
between. 

In the midst of all the 
women dressed for 
success, I see 
some wearing 
hijabs and 
others 
swathed in 
bright 
African 
dresses. 

I see 
men 
in 


turbans and street clothes 
and others armoured up in 
their business suits. 

As I pass by these 
people, I hear 
snippets of 
other lan¬ 
guages: Hin¬ 
di, Chinese, 
Tagalog, 
French, 
Spanish, 
Arabic 
and Pun- 
jabi.

The city not only paints 
a picture of diversity, it 
sings a song as well. 

What a different place 
this is than the one I 
moved to more than 30 


years ago. 

I remember asking a 
number of people where I 
could get a cappuccino on¬ 
ly to be met with looks of 
complete bewilderment. 

If you wanted that kind 
of coffee, the only place 
you could go was to Spin- 
neli’s in Little Italy. 

In those days, a fine 
meal consisted of surf 
and turf and the 
ever-so-exotic cheese 
or garlic bread ac¬ 
companiment.

Tories talk tough on

on TV Thursday. 

Tony Clement, speaking 
on the CBC program, 
News: Morning, said the 
government is building a 
very strong relationship 
with the new U.S. adminis¬ 
tration and that President 
Barack Obama’s trip to Ot¬ 
tawa on Feb. 19 will pro¬ 
vide a good opportunity 
for the two countries and 
major trading partners to 
strengthen ties.

Obama slams Wall St. bonuses 


U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma believes the multibil- 
lion-dollar bonuses that 
Wall Street banks award¬ 
ed themselves for 2008 are 
“outrageous/’ White 
House spokesman Robert 
Gibbs said yesterday. 

The New York comptrol¬ 
ler reported this week that 
Wall Street firms paid out 


$18.4 billion US in bonuses 
to employees, despite re¬ 
ceiving multibillion-dollar 
bailouts from the govern¬ 
ment to save them from 
the financial crisis. 

Gibbs told a news confer¬ 
ence that Obama had a 
one-word reply when he 
heard of the reports: “out¬ 
rageous.” 


“We’re not going to be 
able to do what is needed 
to be done to stabilize our 
financial situation if the 
American people read 
about this type of outra¬ 
geous behaviour,” Gibbs 
said. 

The New York comptrol¬ 
ler said it was unclear if 
the banks had used taxpay¬ 


er money for the bonuses 
but he urged the Obama 
administration to examine 
the issue closely. 

Gibbs also said the 
White House believed that 
the first $350 billion US of 
the financial bailout pro¬ 
gramme had failed to live 
up to Americans’ expecta¬ 
tions.

Prop it up this Super Sunday 


A t some point in 
the past decade or 
so, merely wager¬ 
ing on the out¬ 
comes of Super 
Bowl games themselves be¬ 
came insufficient and unsat- 
isfactoiy for the general 
public — and so bookmak¬ 
ers introduced what we 
commonly refer to these 
days as prop bets.

The set-up of course is 
sound enough for a rom- 
com. You might even ex¬ 
pect a myriad of delightful 
disagreements between 
the two opposing would-be 
lovers. 

But you’d be wrong. In¬ 
stead, New in Town over¬ 
looks the first rule of the 
rom-com: The two leads

must hate each other un¬ 
equivocally. Here, the 
pair’s aversion turns to 
adoration with disappoint¬ 
ing, unfunny and anticli- 
mactic haste.

Connick Jr. (who’s actually 
not bad after a dreadful 
turn in 2007’s P.S. I Love 
You).

M ore than any 
other film 
genre ro¬ 
mantic com¬ 
edy suffers 
from a bad case of pre¬ 
dictability. How many 
times have we seen two 
unlikely people beat the 
odds to become a happy 
couple by the time the 
credits roll? Dorky Harry 
meets beautiful Sally. Pret¬ 
ty Woman of the Night se¬ 
duced by suave rich guy. 

It’s deja vu all over 
again. 

The trick to making a 
good rom-com is to make 
the journey — how the 
characters wind up locking 
lips at the film’s end — in¬ 
teresting. 

New In Town, the latest 
from Renee Zellweger does 
this by moving the action 
out of New York, where all 
great romantic comedies 
are set, to Minnesota. 

This location twist is of¬ 
ten used in the most com¬ 
mon type of romantic com¬ 
edy, the trademarked 
Drew Barrymore Rom- 
com®. On film Drew has 
fallen in love in Hawaii (50 
First Dates), Boston (Fever 
Pitch) and everywhere in 
between. 

The breakdown for a Bar¬ 
rymore romance fest is 
simple. Act One sees the 
quirky couple meet. 
Sparks fly. Act Two has the 
pair falling in love under 
unlikely circumstances. 
Things go great until an 
ugly confrontation leads to 
separation and general un¬ 
happiness. Act Three con-

tains the Grand Gesture. 
He or she, depending on 
the movie, moves heaven 
and earth to win the other 
back. Insert happy ending. 

That’s the basic plot of 
all Drew’s romantic opus¬ 
es; only the faces and loca¬ 
tions change. She’s a sun¬ 
ny screen presence and of¬ 
ten that is enough to carry 
these movies despite the 
robotic uniformity of their 
scripts. 

Barrymore, of course, is¬ 
n’t to blame for the state of 
rom-coms. Neither is Kate 
or Reese. They’re just mim¬ 
icking an age old formula. 

Trouble in Paradise, an 
Ernst Lubitsch classic from 
1932 follows the structure 
and it could be argued that 
Shakespeare was the archi¬ 
tect of the rom-com. In fact, 
the four-hundred-year-old 
Taming of the Shrew was 
later brought to the screen 
as the teenage romcom Ten 
Things I Hate About You. 

So why, after half a mil¬ 
lennium, do romantic 
comedies still thrill audi¬ 
ences? I think it’s primal. 
Deep down we all love a 
happy ending — rom-coms 
must end well otherwise 
they’d be romantic 
tragedies, but that’s a 
whole other article — and 
while real life relation¬ 
ships might not always 
work, it’s assured that 
when Harry meets Sally, it 
will be forever. That kind 
of certainty, no matter 
how unreal, keeps us com¬ 
ing back for more.

Paramount came to Toron¬ 
to with roughly 30 
minutes of completed 
footage from its summer 
blockbuster reboot of Star 
Trek last week. The 
preview reel opened with 
an intro from director J.J. 
Abrams (the absurdly rich 
creator of Alias and Lost) 
who openly admitted to 
not being a huge fan of 
the series. 

The news isn’t great for 
the obsessive trekkies 
whose encyclopedic 

knowledge of the franchise 
can be terrifyingly thor¬ 
ough and purist, but it 
won’t necessarily be a 
problem for the moviego¬ 
ing public at large. 

From the footage 
screened, it seems that 
rather than creating a 
geelc-centric origin story 
that all the die-hard fans 
have already written in the 
heads, Abrams is attempt¬ 
ing a Casino Royale-style 
franchise reboot that will 
stay true to the established 
universe while also rein¬ 
venting and expanding the 
possibilities of the series 
for more demanding con¬ 
temporary audiences. 

The sneak peak showed 
an updated Kirk with a far 
more developed sense of 
bad-assery than camp icon 
William Shatner ever 
brought to the role. This 
Kirk is a more active, arro¬ 
gant, and ambitious char-

acter, unafraid to get his 
hands bloody. 

This change in character 
seems to be representative 
of the new take on the 
franchise as a whole, 
which combines kinetic ac¬ 
tion storytelling with the 
classic Star Trek logic-dri¬ 
ven allegorical sci-fi. 

That said, there is still a 
concern that this younger, 
faster, sexier approach will 
breed a Dawson Creek In 
Space reboot that will lack 
the intellectual depth that 
has defined the series to 
this point. 

While some of the actors 
do look like they were cast 
for their pretty headshots 
rather than acting abili¬ 
ties, the footage did show¬ 
case some eccentric char¬ 
acter work from Simon 
Pegg that suggests some 
deeper three-dimensional 
characterizations this time 
around. 

We won’t know if 
Abrams’ experiment works 
until the May release, but 
one thing is for sure: The 
scale and action of this 
film will be on a whole 
other level than previous 
Trek outings. 

Abrams has come a long 
way since the limited but 
impressive action set 
pieces on Alias and based 
on the early footage, the 
action in his Star Trek 
alone will create new fans. 

Whether or not that will 
come at the expense of

When Push hits theatres 
next Friday, it won’t just 
be the latest science 
fiction thriller to hit the 
multiplexes; it’ll be a 
small glimpse into a shad¬ 
owy world that 
conspiradsts have 
professed to be true for 
decades. 

To most, the notion that 
someone being able to psy¬ 
chically “push” thoughts and 
emotions into somebody 
else’s mind may be far¬ 
fetched but to others — like 
director Paul McGuigan, it 
may not be so preposterous. 

“I was on the Internet 
looking at remote viewing 
for instance,” said the di¬ 
rector during a recent 
phone interview. 

“Remote viewing (is a 
notion that) you can have 
special powers that enable 
you to be outside a room, 
(but) you can tell what’s in¬ 
side the room. 

“That’s kind of crazy but 
there are people who are ex¬

perts at this that have been 
used by government agen¬ 
cies for years and years.” 

Push is definitely not shy¬ 
ing away from that concept 
either. Featuring a wide ar¬ 
ray of abilities, this thriller 
focuses on a group of gifted 
young psychics on the run 
from a seedy government 
agency that’s trying to 
wrangle them for experi¬ 
mental purposes. Although 
the premise of gifted clair¬ 
voyants and psychic blood¬ 
hounds are fascinating 
enough, McGuigan didn’t 
get too wrapped up in the 
conspiracy. 

“I always just thought of 
this as a sci-fi thriller — sort 
of a film noir in the sci-fi

world and I kept it veiy 
much grounded there.” 

Perhaps the film’s most 
intriguing character is 13- 
year-old Cassie Holmes, a 
“watcher” who has the 
ability to self-induce vi¬ 
sions of the future. Played 
by Dakota Fanning (Char¬ 
lotte’s Web), Push also 
marks a noticeably darker 
shift in the talented child 
star’s acting career. 

“She basically reads (a 
script) and decides how she 
wants to play it,” said 
McGuigan about his impres¬ 
sive leading lady. The director 
behind acclaimed films like 
Wicker Park and Lucky Num¬ 
ber Slevin has even recently 
called Fanning the “best actor 
he’s ever worked with.” 

“It’s the poise; it is just 
knowing that life is not that 
complicated. We kind of 
gather the complications of 
life as we get older and she 
really hasn’t done that,” said 
McGuigan. “I can’t imagine 
what she’s going to be like 
in ten years time.” 


In a Class of its own

review Most movies about 
idealistic teachers who in¬ 
spire their charges, 
whether they’re sappy (To 
Sir, With Love, Dead Poet’s 
Society), brutal (Lean On 
Me), or decent (Freedom 
Writers), still become 
painfully predictable. 
They’re rarely about real 
education and more about 
learning life lessons. Peo¬ 
ple don’t learn; they get 
ennobled. The Class is that 
rare exception, a riveting 
picture that examines the 
complex dynamic that de¬ 
velops between an in¬ 
spired teacher and a mot¬ 
ley group of students. 

The Class, based on a 
book by Francois Be¬ 
gaudeau, deals with a 
teacher in a multi-ethnic 
neighborhood in Paris, who 


attempts to teach a diverse 
group of students from vari¬ 
ous social classes and cul¬ 
tures. 

Director Laurent Cantet 
(Time Out, Heading South) 
loosely adapts the material 
into an entertaining, yet in¬ 
cisive, look at how the 
process of learning can be 
predicated by certain social 
and political realities. For 
instance, Wei, a Chinese 
teen, is one his best stu¬ 
dents. 

But his learning is affect¬ 
ed by his self-effacing shy¬ 
ness and the tumult 
brought on by his mother 
(an illegal alien) facing de¬ 
portation. Soulaymane 
(Franck Keita), from Mali, 
is a troubled and failing 
student who faces both ex¬ 
pulsion and a father pre¬ 
pared to send him back to 
Africa. 

In The Class, Cantet 
shows a probing intelli¬ 
gence that doesn’t settle 
for easy answers, or pose 
obvious resolutions. Put 
simply, Francois and his 
students don’t all reach a 
common end. The Class is 
clearly in a class of its own.

Tonight, Franz Ferdinand’s new album, was released this week. 


“That track was cut 
down from a 40-minute 
session,” says Kapranos. 
“That song has quite a dif¬ 
ferent dynamic to it — it’s 
much more dance floor. 
We’d been listening to a 
lot of mixes, where you 
build in a slow gradual 
way and bring the listener 
up. We’re using different 
techniques than verse, 
chorus, verse.” 

It’s easy for a band to try 
new things, but what hap¬ 
pens if their fans hate it? 
Like every musician, 
Kapranos says he writes 
for himself, not to sell 
records, but he did make 
sure to play his new songs 
live before releasing them. 

“Part of developing a 
new sound is playing it to 
the fans,” he explains. 

“We played a bunch of 
smaller shows in Glasgow 
and the States. Doing 
that helps you know 
what’s working or what’s 
not. You can try out the 
most crazy experimental 
ideas and sometimes it 


works.” 

Still, some fans may be 
curious as to what Kapra¬ 
nos was referring to, 
when in the band’s new 
bio, he says that the disc is 
an album “to fling your¬ 
self around your room as 
you psyche yourself for an 
evening of hedonism.” 

Don’t worry, Tonight is 
not an all out techno 
record, but it does take 
their disco-friendly tunes 
to new, ass-shalcing 
heights. That’s thanks to 
their copious use of 


synths. “We wanted to go 
with a dance floor feel,” 
says Franz’s frontman. 
“There were a lot of key¬ 
boards around the studio 
and we wanted to use 
them. 

“But we’ve always been 
interested in this kind of 
music,” he adds. 
“Whether it’s the heavy 
kick drum on Take Me 
Out, we’ve always tried to 
harness this in a different 
way. This time the bass is 
really the heart of the 
record.”

What can get us back on 
the positive? What can 
bring us back into some 
kind of standing with the 
international communi¬ 
ty? And it seemed like 
that there would not be 
any answer. Who knew 
we would 
get to 


this moment?” 

Maybe Barack Obama’s 
greatest contribution is 
simply going to be the re¬ 
ignition of hope, he sug¬ 
gests. 

“So now it’s up to us to 
keep that candle, turn that 
into a flame and keep it 
burning. And to protect 
and serve him and serve 
our nation now that the 
electorate has been invig¬ 
orated.” 

We had our own federal 
election in October and the 
turnout and interest was 
low. However, hundreds of 
Canadians travelled to 
Washington to take part in 
American history. 

“Wow. Well, you know, 
we are connected — more 
than just geographically. 
Our cultures are very simi¬ 
lar and when one goes 
down, the other is going to 
follow in certain ways.” 

Eddie and I talked about 
everything from the up¬ 
coming reissue of Pearl 
Jam’s Ten album (due 
March 24) to any linger¬ 
ing bad feelings towards 
Ticlcetmaster. 

But here was my big 
question: How did Eddie 
come to cover a Canadian 
song for the Into the Wild 
soundtrack?

Super Bowl still the big ticket for TV

ad space: The Super Bowl 
is one of the remaining re¬ 
al events on TV, something 
that has to be experienced 
in real time, preferably 
not alone. While prime¬ 
time viewership erodes, an 
astounding 97 million U.S. 
viewers tuned into last 
year’s game, and NBC is 
counting on similar num¬ 
bers for not just Sunday’s 
game, but the pre-game 
and half-time shows — 
and the commercials. 

Super Bowl ad spots are 
premium products, and at 
least since Apple’s epochal 
1984 ad launching the 
Macintosh computer with 
director Ridley Scott’s 
movie-quality visuals, Su¬ 
per Bowl commercials 
have been events. And for 
the most part, Canadians 
can’t see them. 

Sim-subbing is the in¬ 
dustry term for the pre¬ 
emption of the U.S. broad-

cast signal with the local 
one by cable and satellite 
providers, and it ensures 
that Canadian viewers will 
only see the ads that CTV, 
the Super Bowl’s local 
broadcaster, has been paid 
to air. It’s standard indus¬ 
try practice, in effect 
whenever the same show 
airs simultaneously on 
both sides of the border, 
but there are some who 
say that it diminishes 
some of the game’s lustre 
as an event. 

“These ads are costly,” 
says Brian Steinberg, TV 
editor for Advertising Age 
magazine. “The produc¬ 
tion values add a couple of 
million dollars on top of 
the ad buy price ... If 
you’re a first timer or a 
small company who get 
into these things, they’re 
probably blowing all of 
their marketing budget on 
one ad.” 

With this kind of cash at 
stake, U.S. advertisers 
want to focus on their tar¬ 
get market, says Steinberg. 


“I think the ads are aiming 
first at the U.S. audience, 
and I don’t think Canadi¬ 
ans are the biggest users of 
GoDaddy, or these other 
one-shot ads.” 

But Rick Brace, CTV’s 
president of Revenue, 
Business Planning and 
Sports, says that GoDaddy 
has bought time on his 
network’s broadcast, 
along with Nissan, Ford, 
Dodge, Kia, Labatt, Univer¬ 


sal Studios and Pepsi, 
which has produced two 
spots especially for the 
Canadian market. While 
the buy-in for time on the 
Canadian broadcast isn’t 
as rich as the $3 million 
US NBC is asking for a 30- 
second spot — CTV won’t 
reveal what it’s spots cost, 
though Brace says, “It’s a 
premium product and we 
sell it as such,” — 4.2 mil¬ 
lion Canadian viewers did 


tune into last year’s game 
in English Canada, making 
it one of the top 4 TV 
events of the year. 

Geography might mean 
a lot to a TV network, but 
it’s nearly irrelevant on 
the Internet, and Brace 
says that most Super Bowl 
ads will be online within 
hours, even minutes, of 
their Sunday premiere. 
Steinberg says that for 
now, however, the broad¬ 


cast event is still para¬ 
mount. “They will be all 
over YouTube, but the 
biggest audience you’ll get 
in one fell swoop will be 
on that TV screen ... It’s 
nice to get some ancillary 
buzz, but the U.S. con¬ 
sumer base is their main 
customer.”

Despite its sprinkling of stardust, this tiny 
island has lots to offer lower-profile visitors

Going around Anguilla 
feels a bit like stalking. It 
seems as though every 
spot on the island has a 
celebrity rumour attached 
to it — the restaurant that 
P. Diddy likes to visit, the 
bar where Robert De Niro 
made cocktails for a joke, 
the villa where Denzel 
Washington threw his 
50th birthday party. And 
that’s just skimming the 
surface. 

In recent years Anguilla 
has become the upmarket 
celebrity hang-out of 
choice. It’s seriously A-list, 
with a guest roster that in¬ 
cludes the Clintons, A1 
Gore, Brad Pitt and repeat 
visitor Beyonce. 

It wasn’t always like this. 
Historically, the tiny 
British Caribbean territory 
was rather poor. It has 
next to nothing in the way 
of natural resources and is 
barely big enough to fit a 
small airport, let alone one 
that can accept jet planes. 

But what it does have is 
beaches. Anguilla regularly 
crops up on lists of the 
world’s best beaches, and 
it’s usually Shoal Bay East 
they have in mind. This is 
the one that the day trip¬ 
pers from other islands 
come to, and it has daz- 
zlingly white sands. Those 
celebs are well within their 
rights to keep shades on all 
the time here. 

In truth, though, Anguil¬ 
la has half-a-dozen such 
world-class beaches. Ren¬ 
dezvous Bay on the island’s 
west end is among those;

Getting there: There are no 
direct flights to Anguilla from 
outside the Caribbean.

week. 

It doesn’t take long to re¬ 
alize why the hotshot 
CEOs and Hollywood stars 
come here. Michael J Fox, 
Celine Dion and Jay-Z are 
among the big names that 
have stayed at CuisinArt. 

One of the other reasons 
that the rich and famous 
choose Anguilla is the lo¬ 
cals. They’re possibly the 
least star-struck people on 
earth. 


There’s no harassment 
for autographs or squawk¬ 
ing mobs following every 
footstep — the Anguillans 
are quite happy to leave 
their visitors alone, and it’s 
that peace and privacy that 
appeals. 

The VIPs pay for it too. 
One step beyond the costly 
resorts are the ultra-expen¬ 
sive private villas that 
come with their own chefs 
and butler service. 

The Altamer, for exam¬ 
ple, costs a minimum of 
$30,000 US per week — 
and that excludes food. But 
the celebs don’t care — it’s 
pocket change, and they’ll 
often have the bill signed 
off without checking the 
amount. 

The ordinary pleb isn’t 
priced out, however. There 
are still a few outposts that 
remain true to the original 
Anguilla. 

One is Tasty’s in South 


Hill, which is unquestion¬ 
ably the best value restau¬ 
rant on the island. It’s 
bright, it’s colourful and 
the food has a proper 
Caribbean flavour, thanks 
to Chef Dale Carty, who is 
a local. The fresh fish is al¬ 
ways good, but the goat 
curry is the true stand-out. 

Tasty’s is also the place 
that the Anguillans rave 
about, so your fellow din¬ 
ers will include islanders 
— you’ll not just be eating 
with other tourists, unlike 
in some of the more presti¬ 
gious joints where the 
prices are three or four 
times more expensive. 

The other defiantly 
unglammed-up option is 
Lloyds. It’s the oldest hotel 
on the island, dating back 
to 1959 when there was no 
electricity, let alone paved 
roads or telephones. It’s 
now a little yellow guest 
house of the best kind. The 


staff are friendly, guests 
chat over breakfast togeth¬ 
er and a couple of long¬ 
term residents offer to give 
newcomers the inside 
track on the island. 

It attracts an extraordi¬ 
narily diverse bunch, 
which is in contrast to the 
American-heavy clientele 
the rest of the island gets. 
Kiwi wedding parties, 
Swedish backpackers, Ital¬ 
ian families and Trinidadi¬ 
an health workers all sit 
around and swap stories. 
And most will come back. 
It’s an oasis of unpreten¬ 
tiousness on an island that 
wears its bling on its 
sleeve. 

Anguilla may have a 
heavy sprinkling of star¬ 
dust, but it’s still possible 
for the average Joe to enjoy 
Caribbean cocktails and 
glistening beaches in the 
ultimate Hollywood hang¬ 
out.

Pasta and Tuna 
Salad with 
Zucchini and 
Sundried Tomato 
Pesto 

INGREDIENTS: 

250 g pasta twists or 
spirals, such as fusilli or 
rotini 

2 tbsp (25 ml) extra virgin 
olive oil 

1 onion, chopped 

1 garlic clove, chopped 

2 zucchinis, thinly sliced 
2 tsp (10 ml) caster sugar 
2 tbsp (25 ml) sun-dried 
tomato pesto 

1 tbsp (15 ml) white or red 
wine vinegar 

2 tbsp (25 ml) capers 
6 tomatoes, skinned, 
halved and cut into thin 
wedges 

1 can (6 oz/170 g) tuna in 
water, drained and 
roughly flaked 
6 black olives (not oil- 
packed), pitted and halved 
Fresh Italian parsley to 
garnish 
METHOD: 

1. Cook pasta in boiling 
water according to the 
package instructions, until 
just al dente. Drain pasta, 
rinse with cold water and 
drain again. 


2. While pasta is cooking, 
heat half of olive oil in 
medium saucepan. Add 
onion and garlic, and fry 3 
minutes, stirring frequent¬ 
ly, until softened. Add re¬ 
maining olive oil and zuc¬ 
chinis and cook, stirring 
occasionally, 3 minutes. 

3. Add sugar, sun-dried 
tomato pesto, wine 
vinegar and capers to 
onion and zucchini 
mixture. Heat for a few 
seconds, stirring until all 
ingredients have 
combined to form a dress¬ 
ing. 

4. Stir in tomatoes, then 
transfer mixture to large 
mixing bowl and set aside 
to cool. 

5. Add drained pasta to 
bowl, then gently mix in 
tuna and black olives. Di¬ 
vide salad among 4 plates 
or transfer to large serving 
bowl. Serve garnished 
with some Italian parsley 
leaves.
